Television closed shop 
stifles production 


PARIS.—* As long as the present television 
set-up obtains in France and in other countries 
there can be no hope of an improvement in 
programmes,’ says Paul de Charnisay. 

M. de Charnisay runs one of the 
important film export and import 
France. Recently he set up a new 
aim was to vurganise au trade in short subjects 
for national and private tv in Europe and 
beyond; but he admitted failure and his reasons 
should be of sufficient interest to producers to 
be worth publishing. 

“Until national and private tv free 
selves from favouritism and are prepared to 
deal in a business-like manner it will be 
impossible for producers to put money, time and 
wholehearted enthusiasm into the production of 
good tv films,” he said. 

“ At the moment the market is a closed shop 
and producers must be prepared to make all 
kinds of concessions—and I am being kind when 
I put it like that—in order to get their films 
booked. 

“If these conditions are not accepted then 
tv films can be a dead loss. Despite the fact 
tha. buyers are few, the market is wide and the 
law of supply and demand should be the decid- 
ing price factor Alas at the moment that is 
not so, 

“ Canadian tv makes films in France for itself 
and also sells some to French tv, but I can say 
right here and now it does not pay. Even thos 
producers inside the circle know only too well 
what it costs and they know that in the long 
run it is scarcely worth it.” 

M. de Charnisay appealed for a shake-up and 
a clean-up. He said that the French exhibitors’ 
hope that tv subjects might be suitable for the 
first part of their own cinema programmes was 
no more than wishful thinking because distri- 
butors insisted on certain shorts being tied t 
the features the wanted.

NAVAL war melodrama, partly based on fact. 
It illustrates the log of the Atuantis, a heavily 
armed and skilfully disguised German surface 
raider which, commanded by Reger, a resolute, 
yet human, Nazi, played havoc with British and 
Allied shipping during the early days of World 
War II. Reger and his opposite number, Russell, 
a shrewd British chairborne admiral, are bril- 
liantly etched by Van Heflin and Charles 
Laughton and their cat and mouse act furnishes 
the stout centrepiece. The comprehensive pad- 
ding, obviously introduced to appease the 
womenfolk, sits squarely on the main structure, 
while the honours even fade-out is most effective. 
Definitely a live box-office proposition. Excellent 
general booking. 

Story.—-Commander 
German surface raider Auantis, sails his vessel 
under many aliases and takes a havy toll of 
British and Allied shipping. Admiral Russell, a 
British security chief, strives desperately to trace 
the Atlantis and discover the special code used by 
the Germans. Meantime, Reger, a brave and 
humane man, ensures the safety of passengers 
and crews from ships he sends to the bottom. 
These include Windsor, a British captain, who 
respects Reger; a treacherous Oriental skipper, a 
Jewish husband and wife, the latter expecting a 
child, who Reger insists are as kindly treated as 
everybody else; and Zizi, a tantalising French 
girl. Finally, a young American officer gets the 
code from under the noses of the Nazis at their 
Paris headquarters, and the Atlantis, whose 
prisoners have been transferred to a neutral port, 
is found and sunk. Reger and survivors are 
picked up by a U-boat, but even so Reger sees 
that Russell is left in some doubt about the 
Atlantis’s fate. 

Production.—-The picture, cast in the 
the Bismarck! ” mould and substantially true, 
steadily ploughs through deep, stormy and 
gurgling waters as it heads for a showmanlike 
climax. Van Heflin thoroughly convinces as the 
dedicated, though humane, Reger, Charles 
Laughton contributes a well rounded portrayal 
as Admiral Russell, and Cecil Parker is quite 
effective as an M.I.5 Colonel. Mylene Demongeot 
supplies the sex interest as Zizi, and Eleonora 
Rossi Drago imoresses as the pregnant Jewess. 
Its suporting characters, too, are sharply drawn. 
The remote-control batile of wits between Reger 
and Russell seldom flags. the raid on the Nazi 
Paris headquarters is tremendously exciting, and 
the Jewish woman's confinement aboard the 
Atlantis touches the emotions.

The material, culled from British 
ind German archives, has been shrewdly edited 
and, for the first time, the Battle of Britain 
is seen from the Luftwaffe’s viewpoint, as well 
as our own. Alistair Cooke's commentary. 
securely welding the whole, is first-class, and 
the quality of the photography amazingly con- 
sistent. Outstanding interest fe*turette. 

Production.—The picture, brilliantly edited by 
Harry Booth, turns back the calendar 20 years 
and shows the strafing Britain's civilian popula- 
tion endured during the Battle of Britain, finally 
won by the RAF. Its salient scenes, which 
inchide the recruiting of women for the Services 
ind industry, children being evacuated and Dun- 
kirk’s abandonment, and appropriate extracts 
from Winston Churchill's famous _ speeches, 
strangely enough, give a nostalgic touch to the 
grim and glorious backward glance. The German 
aspect is no less revealing and compelling and 
boldly underlines the citation and graphic anti- 
war propaganda. Moreover, Alistair Cooke's 
narration couldn't be bettered, while the match- 
ing of the “copy,” much of which was rescued 
from waterlogged cans, is miraculous. The film 
deserves, nay, demands, the widest possible play- 
ing time. But, believe it or not, it doesn’t count 
for auota, Shame! Shame! Shame!

SOME of the most effective showmanship for 
the cinema industry is that carried out within 
normal social functions and ones with which the 
cinemagoer is himself concerned. 


Last week I attended the 16th annual Cinema 
Ball at Northampton. This yearly event, organ- 
nised and ran by the Northamptonshire Cinema 
Association, not only provides a night out for 
the town’s cinema staff, but has wide support 
from local traders and cinemagoers. 

It is also important for the part it plays in 
supporting the Cinematograph Trade Benevolent 
Fund, for whose benefit it is held, 

Each year the industry's representatives in 
Northampton get together, giving up their own 
time to sponsor gifts for the tombola, the raffle 
and other side-shows that are essential if the 
amount to be handed over to the CTBF is to 
be worth while. 

This year they again passed over to our own 
charity some hundreds of pounds—and they did 
this in spite of the very poor “help” that the 
rest of the industry gave them! 

Anyone who has been associated with such 
events knows the main attraction in the ticket- 
selling campaign is the promised presence of a 
filmstar who will be the ball’s “ Princess,” its 
guest of honour—a name that will make the 
make-believe world of cinema come true for 
some hundreds of cinemagoers. 


One would naturally assume, therefore, that 
the major companies and the artists themselves 
would stand on their heads to give support. 

Not a bit of it. Week after week the North- 
ampton committee sweated on the top line to 
see if anyone would help, but they were all 
too busy, and maybe Northampton cinemagoers 
are not so important as a visit to a West End 
cinema to have one’s hand shaken for two 
seconds by someone with a Royal prefix, or a 
“Grace” as a name tag. 

The balance seems all wrong, and spotlights 
an attitude that is far more responsible for 
declining admissions than television.
